Newspaper 
Complains Of 
City License 


A newspaper in Enterprise 
(The Daily Ledger) carried a 
front-page article and a very 
long editorial in its Sunday ed- 
ition about the City of Elba ch- 
arging them a license to del- 
iver papers. According to the 
article the Elba police stopped 
two circulation men last Th- 
ursday and escorted them to the 
City Hall where they were shown 
the city ordinance and told to 
buy a delivery license to del- 
iver their newspaper in Elba. 

The editorial on Page 6 of 
the paper was accompanied by 
a cartoon of one man shooting 
another. The man with the gun 
was labeled “The City of Elba,” 
and the man being shot was lab- 
eled “Press Freedom.” 

The editorial indicated that 
the newspaper had contacted the 
Alabama Press Association, 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
and ABC News in New York (in 
hopes of getting nationwide coy- 
erage). _ They plan to fight all 
licenses that license newspap- 
ers as being unconstitutional, 
says the editorial. It closes 
with the statement “Of course, 
the City officials of the muni- 
cipalities in question could save 
us -- and themselvés -- a lot 
of time and effort. . .” 

City Clerk Tom Dyess told 
a representative of “The Elba 
Clipper” that the ordinance 
would be enforced and the En- 
terprise newspaper would pay 
the license for unloading their 
truck just like the Montgomery 
and Birmingham newspapers do 
each year. He continued with 
“If they don’t pay, we have no 
other choice but'to arrest them 
and take them to court where 
they will be charged a penalty 
and court costs as well as 
the license. 

Dyess pointed out that the 
license is not for deliverying the 
newspapers to the subscribers 
or potential subscribers but for 
the truck that brings the papers 
to the Elba carrier.

for their budgets. 

Before setting out the first 
plant, a homeowner should make 
a complete landscape study or 
plan, adds Shumack. Without 
a plan, the final results are 
often haphazard and unsatis- 
factory, the adoption of a plan 
or program of action will allow 
for orderly development, and 
the results will be unified. Re-, 
member, it is easier to make 
changes on paper than after 
a plant is set. 

If the initial cost of land- 
scaping is too high, the spec- 
ialist suggest landscaping on a 
yearly budget plan. Eventhough 
the work is done a little at 
a time, the results will be a 
well-designed yard, 

There are two ways a home- 
owner can plan his landscape. 
He can hire a landscape ar- 
chitect, garden center operator 
or nurseryman, or he canmake 
the plan himself. 

If a homeowner plans his own 
landscape plan, Shumack says 
he should prepare a plaot plan, 
decide how the ground area 
should be used, locate the areas 
on a drawing, develope the 
design and prepare a planting 
plan. 

Landscaping is more than 
planting a few plants around 
the foundation of the house.

Alabama Exhibitors 


Urged To Heed Horse 
Protection Act 


The 1973 horse show sea- 
son is rapidly approaching. 
And, with it, comes a reminder 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) that the 
regulations of the Horse Pro- 
tection Act must be met by 
those persons participating in 
or holding such events. This 
act was passed in 1970 and 
regulations became effective in 
February, 1972. 

Dr. B. C. Swindle, repre- 
sentative for USDA’s Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Ser- 
vice (APHIS) in Alabama, said 
that act specifically pro- 
hibits"the practice of “soring” 
a horse to make it perform 
better. Exhibitors may not show 
a horse that has been made sore; 
owners may not permit their 
horse to be shown if it has been 
sored; and show management 
may not permit sored horses to 
compete. 

The act also prohibits trans- 
porting a sored horse across a 
state line with the intent of 
showing it, using foreign sub- 
stances on the pastern area, 
setting a horse’s hoof at an 
illegal toe and heel ratio and 
using illegal boots, Dr. Swin- 
dle added. 

Dr. Swindle noted that the 
veterinarians and inspectors 
who checked horses at Alabama 
horse shows, were men who had 
considerable background with 
horses and were familiar with 
the practices used to sore a 
horgii-as well as methods used 
to cover up such things as blis- 
ters, cuts and inflamed tissue. 

The Horse Protection Act 
provides for both civil and cri- 
minal penalties that can in- 
volve as many as three par- 
ties in each violation of anti- 
soring regulations. Willful vio- 
lations carry penalties of up to 
$2,000 in fines or six monthsin 
prison, or both. Unintentional 
violations can bring upto $1,000 
in fines. 

“However,” Dr. Swindle 
pointed out, “the act does not 
authorize APHIS officials to re- 
move a sored horse from com- 
petition, halt the class in which 
it is being shown or have per- 
sons arrested who are suspec- 
ted of transporting or exhibit- 
ing a sored horse.” 

Under the regulations of the 
Horse Protection Act, it is the 
responsibility of the show man- 
agement to keep sored horses 
from competing inthe show ring 
Or todMisqualify the winner of a 
clas, investigation shows it 


to be a sored horse.

EARLY FEED 

More folks are interested 
in getting some early feed this 
year than in any previous year 
i can remember, ‘This is due 
to the high cost of feeds. 

I get conflicting reports on 
what the weather is going to 
be in March, On the national 
television weather prediction, 
they predict above normal tem- 


peratures for March. In one 
of the farm magazines and some 
of the newspapers, they pre- 
dict below normal tempera 
tures. In any event, though, 
some Coffee County farmers 
may want to plant a very ear- 
ly season hybrid corn such as 
McCurdy 67-14, 1 would not 
plant too much of an early sea- 
son variety but just enough to 
get by until another corn would 
be suitable for feeding as gr 
eenchop, silage or to be har- 
vested. 

There are several millets 
and sorghum-sudan crosses and 
other temporary grazing crops 
that can be planted. These 


should probably be planted ear- 


lier than wenormally plantthem, to do this again this year, if 


to get early grazing. 
FREEZER BEEF 

Each year several people in 
Coffee County have us buy them 
a steer or half a steer at the 
District Beef Calf Show. Then 
we get either the packing plant 
in Enterprise or Elba to dress, 
cut and freeze the meat for them, 
I believe a little money can be 
saved this way on beef, How- 
ever, | am sure that the quali- 
ty will be excellent. This ex- 
cellent meat appeals to a lot of 
people,

bought a half a steer now for 
the past three years. We plan

I looked to the 
right and I saw Albert Robin- 


son with a big, black mule and 
a turnplow preparing a garden 
spot for Robert Ellis. On my 
way back from the Post Office, 
1 talked to Ellis and he is int- 
erested in getting a good gar- 
den going as early as possible, 
especially tomatoes, beans and 
peas. Folks who grew up on 
the farm seldom hear these par- 
ticular words of farming, and it 
brought back memories of my 
days on the farm when I was 
growing up. 
FEED MANUFACTURING 

It seems that a lot of the 
feed processors in the area 
are going out of business, In 
fact, we don’t have a commer- 


cial place in Coffee County wh- 
ere farmers can take corn, 
hay or other feed materials to 
get crushed and mixed, For 
a number of years Haisten Bl- 
air in New Brockton operated 
a feed mill but they closed a- 
bout three months ago. I have 
talked to a few people about the 
possibility of a feed mixing 
mill, but very few of them are 
optimistic about it. Harrell 
Milling Company in Enterprise 
manufactures a lot of hog feed 
but they do not have a_cystom 
that something can be worked 
out in the months ahead where- 
by a service of this type can 
be offered to Coffee County 
farmers,

Good Landscaping 


Requires Planning 


“Good landscaping adds value 
and beauty to your home,” says 
Dr. Ronald Shumack, Extension 
floriculturist. “But many 
homeowners are hesitant about 
improving their home grounds 
because they don't know how 
to start or are afraid that land- 
scaping costs will be too much 
for their budgets. 

Before setting out the first 
plant, ahomeowner should make 
a complete landscape study or 
plan, adds Shumack. Without 
a plan, the final results are 
often haphazard and unsatis- 
factory, the adoption of a plan 
or program of action will allow 
for orderly development, and 
the results will be unified. Re- 
member, it is easier to make 
changes on paper than after 
a plant is set 

If the initial cost of land- 
scaping is too high, the spec- 
ialist suggest landscaping ona 
yearly budget plan. Eventhough 
the work is done a little at 
a time, the results will be a 
well-designed yard 

There are two ways a home- 
owner can plan his landscape. 
He can hire a landscape ar- 
chitect, garden center operator 
or nurseryman, or he can make 
the plan himself. 

If a homeowner plans hisown 
landscape plan, Shumack says 
he should prepare a plaot plan, 
decide how the ground area 
should be used, locatethe areas 
on a drawing, develope the 
design and prepare a planting 
plan, 

Landscaping is’ more than 
planting a few plants, around 
the foundation of the house.

Alabama Exhibitors 


Urged To Heed Horse 
Protection Act 


The 1973 horse snow sea- 
son is rapidly approaching. 
And, with it, comes a reminder 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) that the 
regulations of the Horse Pro- 
tection Act must be met by 
those persons participating in 
or holding such events. This 
act was passed in 1970 and 
regulations became effective in 
February, 1972. 

Dr. B. C. Swindle, repre- 
sentative for USDA’s Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Ser- 
vice (APHIS) in Alabama, said 
that act specifically pro- 
hibits’the practice of “soring” 
a horse to make it perform 
better. Exhibitors may not show 
a horse that has been made sore; 
Owners may not permit their 
horse to be shown if it has been 
sored; and show management 
may not permit sored horses to 
compete. 

The act also prohibits trans- 
porting a sored horse across a 
State line with the intent of 
showing it, using foreign sub- 
stances on the pastern area, 
setting a horse’s hoof at an 
illegal toe and heel ratio and 
using illegal boots, Dr. Swin- 
dle added. 

Dr. Swindle noted that the 
veterinarians and inspectors 
who checked horses at Alabama 
horse shows, were men who had 
considerable background with 
horses and were familiar with 
the practices used to sore a 
horsfii-as well as methods used 
to cover up such things as blis- 
ters, cuts and inflamed tissue. 

/The Horse Protection Act 
pnovides for both civil and cri- 
minal penalties that can in- 
volye as many as three par- 
ties in each violation of anti- 
Soring regulations. Willful vio- 
lations carry penalties of up to 
$2,000 in fines or six monthsin 
prison, or both. Unintentional 
violations can bring upto $1,000 
in fines. 

“However,” Dr. Swindle 
pointed out, “the act does not 
authorize APHIS officials to re- 
move a sored horse from com- 
petition, halt the class in which 
it is being shown or have per- 
sons arrested who are suspec- 
ted of transporting or exhibit- 
ing a sored horse.” 

Under the regulations of the 
Horse Protection Act, it is the 
responsibility of the show man- 
agement to keep sored horses 
from competing inthe show ring 
or a ualify the winner of a 
clas rvaatization shows it 
to be a sored horse.

The lake didn't yield too 
much pleasure fish-wise (we 
could see them swimming a- 
round right under the pier), 
but the boat-riding and quiet 
beauty of it was sufficient. 

One afternoon, late, as we 
sat lazily in the sloping pine- 
studded back yard, we became 
audience to a small, cute squi- 
rrel as he (or she) made its 
way back home through the 
trees. From one slender limb 
to the other he jumped, seem- 
ingly sure they would hold him 
up - and they did! 

After he spied us, he kepta 
constant eye down our way, all 
the time scurrying toward the 
nest that was his home. He 
would scamper a ways, stop, 
look at us, and lie flat against 
a limb, not moving a muscle, 
As soon as he dared, he would 
gain a few more feet. He was 
so anxious to reach home, it 
didn’t seem to matter that a 
couple of trets on his route 
stood within a‘\small distance 
of our stretched Yout feet! 

Finally, after one long, sw- 
ift jaunt, he stopped suddenly, 
appearing almost to become a 
part of the limb itself, and th- 
ere he stayed for several min- 
utes. When it appeared he would 
outlast us, my daughter decided 
to test him. She got up, clapped 
her hands and shouted; That got 
him, and with one final act, of 
bravery, he covered the re- 
maining feet to his nest, ark 
jumped safely in! 

New Spring pollen laid a 
yellow blanket at the lake’s 
edge as the March wind 
whooshed down and shook clouds 
of it from the trees. And I 
only sneezed one or two times! 

As we walked along the sh- 
ore, we spied a mussel, with 
his mouth (or his body, or what- 
ever) open, and tiny black feel- 
ers reaching upward. My hus- 
band laid a small switch across 
the opening to see what would 
happen - and the shell clamped 
shut. He pulled it up, dangled 
it a few minutes, then gently 
pulled it loose and laid it back 
in its home. 

Each afternoon, we watched 
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the Georgia children going home 
on the yellow bus - and pitied 
them for.having to be in school! 

Someotie else thought sum- 
mer was here, though, and that 
was two brown, rusty mocca- 
sins, They met their doom, 
but not before they had giventhe 
customary scare. 

We played kickball with the 
children in the combined light 
6f the moon and the outside 
light at night. I’m afraid I 
didn’t make many homers, but 
sure got loosened up. 

We had entered an empty 
cabin (although furnished with 
everything for housekeeping); 
we put our belongings down - 
shoes by the bed, toothpaste on 
the vanity, lotion on the dres- 
ser, pajamas in the drawer -- 
we filled the refrigerator with 
our food - lettuce, tomatoes, 
cokes, chicken -- our books, 
newspapers, cameras ‘ were 
flung on end tables and coffee 
table -- I baked a cake; we 
spread our personalities ‘thre 
ough the cabin. And, when our 
time was up, we left ~ we took 
up the bits of ourselves, packed 
them in the suitcases and loa- 
ded them inthe car. And once 
again the cabin was bare -de- 
void of anything but its fur- 
nishings - to set and wait 
mutely for its next human occu- 
pants to breathe life into it for 
another short while. 


Soybean Seed 
Are Poor 
Quality 


“Many farmers will have to 
use poor quality soybean seed 
for planting this year,” Says 
Robert Burdett, Extension Seay 
specialist. “The shortage o 
good quality seed is the result 
of a very rainy harvest sea- 
son,” 

Planting poor quality soy- 
beans can result in poor st- 
ands, replanting and yeild re- 
ductions. But, Burdett says 
the germination can be inc- 
reased by treating seed with 
a protectant fungicide. Arasan 
75, captan - maneb and Ter- 
racoat L-21 are recommended 
for seed treatment. 

Fungicides can be applied to 
seed in,the hopper box and 
should be thoroughly mixed with 
seed to assure uniform co- 
verage. 

“Avoid planting soybeans be- 
fore the earliest recommended 
planting dates,” Burdett says, 
“because the earlier you plant 
soybeans the more likely you 
are to experience seedling di- 
sease problems.”’

Civilians Speak Out On Treatment Of POW’s 
In North Vietnam 


Congressman Bill Dickinson 


Recently I had the occasion 
to meet an incoming flight of 
POW’s. Over 3,000 cheering 
persons were at the airport 
to welcome these brave Amer- 
icans home. I! also had the 
opportunity to chat briefly with 
these former POW’s. They told 
me the North Vietnamese are 
still playing the same old cat 
and mouse games to the very 
end. The group said they had 
been issued clothes and told 
they were going home. Later, 
tl’ men said, the clothing had 
béen taken from them and they 
were told they were not going 
home. Eventually, the North 
Vietnamese gave the clothing 
back and allowed the men to 
proceed. The POW's did not 
know the release date had al- 
ready been set before the Nor- 
th Vietnamese began to play 
their insensitive games. 

As these latest POW’s re- 
turned, a U. S. civilian be- 
came the first prisoner of war 


eer 


to ieve: cuanges of brutality 
against the North Vietnamese. 
U. S. AID Advisor Michael Be- 
nge told of five years of cap- 
tivity during which he was for- 
-ced to make a barefoot, two 
year, 600 miles from South Viet- 
nam into Laos and up the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail into North Viet- 
nam. Benge told of the deaths 
of his two civilian companions, 
Betty Olsen, a missionary nurse 
and Henry Flood, a linguistics 
scholar. 

Benge said Miss Olsen died 
at the Cambodian border Sept- 
ember 26, 1968, after suffering 
for five days from amoebic 
dysentary. He said a North 
Vietnamese commander, des- 
pite his pleas, refused to give 
her medicine, which was avail- 
able at a nearby rest camp. 

Benge said Flood died in July 
of 1968 suffering from “dehi- 
dration, malnutrition and pneu- 
monia.” He said he and Miss 
Olsen “begged them for three 
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days to bring up the medicine 
they had” but the North Viet- 
namese refused to do so. 

And, Benge told of seeing 
Communist captors drive a 
group of women and children 
into a ravine and kill them 
with flame throwers, of his 
27 months in an airless, nine- 
by-nine foot concrete cell near 
Hanoi and of suffering from 
malnutrition, loss ofall his hair, 
temporary blindness and delir- 
ium. 

Then there’s the story of 
State Department civilian Doug- 
las’ K. Ramsey who spent seven 
years in Viet Cong captivity. 
Ramsey spent six of these seven 
years in isolation, living most- 
ly in crude bamboo cages, sh- 
ackled by chains and subsist- 
ing on a minimal diet of rice 
with monkey, dog and bear meat. 
He contacted beriberi from a 
lack of protein and barely sur- 
vived several cases of cere- 
bral malaria. 

While our civilian POW’s are 
just beginning to speak out about 
North Vietnamese brutality, 
American military POW’s are 
reluctant to talk about their 
experiences until all POW’s 
have been released, for fear 
of upsetting the schedule of 
repatriation. The military as- 
sumes, and rightly so I think, 
that now is no time to do 
anything to endanger our re- 
maining POW’s. 

However, it is my guess that 
as soon as the last American 
POW is safely home the true 
story of the Treatment our 
POW’s suffered will be made 
public. If the stories relayed 
by released civilians are any 
indication, Americans should 


reel in horror and disgust when 
the truth is known. 

The inhuman and barbarous 
treatment givin our POW’s by 
North Vietnam is just one more 
good reason why we should give 
no aid to North Vietnam!

Fair Sex Fares 


Young women are far less 
likely to have heart attacks than 
men. Until they reach 45, the 
rate is 6 to 1. By the time 
women reach 55, the gap nar- 
rows to2to 1. And throughout 
their lives, the heart attacks 
women suffer are less severe. 

The picture changes some- 
what with high blood pressure 
(hypertension). Until age 44, 
women develop high blood pres- 
sure less frequently than men. 
Between 44 and 55, the fre- 


quency is about the same. But 
at 55,it rises above the rate 
for men and stays;there. Yet 
women seem to be better able 
to withstand most of the com- 
plications of hypertension -- 
heart attack, stroke, heart fail- 
ure and hypertensive heart dis- 
ease. 


These facts were brought to 


light by the President of the 
Alabama Heart Association, Dr. 
James F. Mracek of Wetumpka. 
He also cites these statistics: 


*Among both sexes in the 


nation’s 45 to 64 age group, 
fatal heart attacks have increa- 
sed 4 percent for men while 
declining 11 percent in women. 


*Although for every 60 wom- 


en in the U. S. with high blood 
pressure, there are only 40 
similarly afflicted men. Males 
far exceed females in deathand 
disability from diseases for wh- 
ich hypertension

Ing a young outlook on life, 
they can avoid some of the 
mental stress that often comes 
with advancing years. And ay- 
oiding a diet rich in animal 
fats and cholesterol will help 
them to remain longer on the 
safe side of the heart attack 
ledger.” 

In addition to guarding ag- 
ainst heart disease in them- 
selves, women can do much 
to minimize the possibility of 
these killer diseases in their 
husbands and children. 

Dr. Mracek suggests that 
housewives plan their menus 
around the “prudent diet” pro- 
vided by the American Heart 
Association. Such a diet, he» 
Says, should include skim, for- 
tified milk; less beef, pork and 
lamb and more fish and chick- 
en; margarine instead of but- 
ter; fewer egg yolks in their 
regular diet and cooking. 

“While diet is important, 
there are additional ways she 
can help her family maintain 
healthy hearts,” Dr. Mracek 
says. “Try to maintain a ser- 
ene, stress-free home environ- 
ment. Make sure your family 
gets enough rest and relaxa- 
tion. And make medical check- 
ups an annual family affair.” 

The Alabama Heart Associa- 
tion provides free information 
designed to help the homemaker 
help her own heart and the 
hearts of her loved ones, It 
works to provide better health 
care facilities in the commu- 
nity. And through community 
programs, it helps to improve 
a family’s chances of living 
longer, healthier lives. 

“These programs, and re- 
search to find new techniques 


for diagnosis and treatment 
of cardiovascular diseases, are 
supported by funds contributed 
to the Heart Association,“ Dr. 
Mracek concludes. “That's why 
we conduct our annual Heart 
Fund campaign during February 
each year. We recognize that 
heart disease is a problem and 
that something can be done a- 
bout it. If you haven’t al- 
ready made your contribution 
to the 1973 Heart Fund, please 
do so immediately.”
